‘‘ Parson’ Davies’ Protege Promises to 
be a Pugilistic ‘‘ Comer.’’

Lack of condfttion and inability to withstand the on- 
slaught ot a young and more vigorous opponent re- 
sulted in Frank Slavin’s defeat last Monday night, 
at the Union Park Athletic Club, of New York: 
Four rounds of what was intended to be a twenty-round 
encounter was sufficient for him, and when he held out 
his hand as a token of defeat, Bob Armstrong, the 
black Hercules of the West, was huiled as the victor 
Armstrong, who is a protege of “‘Parson’’ Davies, gives 
every promise of making his mark in the fistic arena. 
He is but 22 years of age, stands 6 feet 3 inches and Is 
put together like a giant. He is quick, shifty and 
clever, und the hard punctiing he took in the first two 
rounds bore eloquent testimony of his ability to stand 
the gaff. 

During the four rounds the affair lasted there was 
nothing lacking in the way of entertainmént. The 
men punched at long range, punched at short range, 
clawed, pulled each other around on the ropes and 
fought wildly. 

In the first round Armstrong was a little timorous 
about beginning proceedings, but a light punch on the 
nose from Slavin’s left and a stiff right in the stomach 
awoke him to the responsibilities ot his position. He 
then forced Slavin on the ropes and landed a swinging 
left-hand punch on the latter’s head with force enoug) 
to raise a lunip on the “‘Cornstalk’s” che®k. The latte: 
fought back wildly, and the ‘‘darkey” had a lot the bes: 
of the exchange. They clinched in the middle of the 
ring, and in the breakaway Slavin banged away at 
Armstrong’s body. The latter came back boldly. He 
was evidently beginning to appreciate the fact that he 
had a chance to win, and sailed right into Slavin with 
left and right, doing a lot of damage, when the cong 
sounded. 

Armstrong came up fresh for the second round while 
Slavin was perceptibly wobbly on his pius. The “Par. 
sons” protege opened the ball with a left- hand lead on 
Slavin’s nose; they clinched, and after the referee had 
broken them apart Armstrong backed the Australian 
into a corner and planted his left on the neck and his 
right on the body. The latter slipped and went down 
bnt was up again in aninstant. Condition was plainly 
telling in the darky’s favor. He countered! Arm 
strong’s leads and occasionally smashed the l.:tter on 
the short ribs, making the latter wince. The round 
ended in Armstron’s favor. 

The third round was conspicuous for rough slugging 
on both sides. Slavin began by coming in on his dusky 
antagonist, but the latter straightened him up‘with a 
straight punch on the nose which opened an ugly gasb. 
Slavin evidently realized at this Jnncture that his only | 
chance of winning was with a knock-out blow and he 
whipped his :ight across to Armstrong’s jaw, but the 
latter was nimble and cat-like upon his feet and cleverly 
avoided them or took them lightly. Once in his eager- 
ness to end the proceedings summarily, Slavin swung 
vne at Armstrong’s head which landed and left a lump 
as big asan egg behind his ear. Slavin was plainly 
showing signs ot weakness and a light punch on 
the Jaw staggered him. They clinched and were 
broken repeatedly while the spectators howled their 
approval. When the gong sounded Slavin was in 
distress and seemingly dazed. 

Armstrong went right at him when the bell brought 
them to the centre of the ring. He landed his left and 
right repeatedly on the jaw and chin sending him to 
the ropes. He tried to stem the tide of defeat and 
fought back wildly. He clinched in an effort to recup- 
erate, but Armstrong never let up on him once as he 
realized that victory was within his giasp and a couple 
ot sturdy raps on the mouth and ncse plainly convinced 
him that he was bested, and instead of squaring off for 
another rally he steppedup to Armstrong and offered 
his hand which Armstrong grasped and shook 
warmly. 

Slavin was seconded by Paddy Gorman and Ted 
Alexander and Joe Choyniski and Tommy West 
looked after Armstrong. Sam Austin, of the PoLice 
GAZETTE, was the referee.

B. G. KOEGEL. 


(Wits PorTRaIT.] 

F. G. Koegel, of Pressel, Saxony, Germany, the long- 
distance pedestrian of the world, has probably covered 
more miles on foot than any other living man. In his 
entire career Koegel has walked over 24,000 miles 
He has walked across the American continent twice 
and has just finished a trip around the world. For ac- 
complishing this feat he was presented with a hand- 
some gold medal (a picture of which is produced on 
page 13 of this issue) by Richard K. Fox, proprietor 
of the PoLick GAZETTE. Koegel and 
his companion, Fred Thoerner, a Ger- 
man-American of San Francisco, made 
a wager of $6,000 to $10,000 with 
some sportsmen of the above city that 
they could make the journey around 
the globe in less than two years. They 
left San Francisco June 10th, 1894. 
Thoerner was taken sick in Europe 
and was unable to continue on the 
journey. This did not dishearten Koe- 
gel, jor he traveled on and finished 
five days ahead of the time. He lost 
the bet, however, owing to the fact that 
he could not follow the route pre- 
scribed, American tourists and jour- 
nalists being forbidden to enter Siberia 
since George Kannen wrote of the hor- 
rors of the Siberian mines, and the 
young pedestrian consequently had 
nothing but experience left. 


While on his journey Koegel filled 
eight blank buvoks with official seals, 
signatures, stamps and postmarks, 
The book contains signatures of many 
high officials, including American gen- 
erals, governors and men of royal 
blood. One of the most conspicuous 
pages in Koegel’s travel-stained books 
is that on which the autograph of 
Secretary Gresham jis written and the 
federal seal of state is pasted. Others 
are those of Joseph Renals, the lord 
mayor’ of London, the Emperor ot 
Austria, the King and Queen of Rou- 
mania and Prince Hohenlohe, the pre- 
mier of Germany. 

Among some of the countries through 
which the young German traveled 
are England, Portugal, Spain, France, 
Italy, Switzerland, Germany, Austria, 
Hungaria, Servia, Roumapia, Bel- 
gium, Turkey, Russia, India, Naples, 
Siam, China and Japan. Koegel was 
compelled to run many risks while 
traveling through these countries and 
was often obliged to run for his life 
from the barbarous tribes who inhabit the uncivilized 
lauds, Nevertheless Koegel says the sights he saw 
were wonderful and well worth the experience. 

Koegel was the first European to travel through Exst 
Persia from North to South, He walked along the 
Afghanistan border south for 500 miles, through the 
great Persian desert, where he was compelled to en- 
dure many hardships to accomplish this feat, sleeping 
on the ground in the open air, and being unable to ob- 
tain food or water tor days at a time, 

He discovered a new mountain about 12,000 feet 
high, and named it the Globe Trotter mountain. 

The most startling experience Koegel met with 
throughout his adventurous trip was an assault made 
upon him by a young tramp at Meshed, Cal., who tried 
to kill the pedestrian with a coupling pin. His assail- 
ant, Charles Thompson, by name, is now serving a two- 
year sentence for his malicious crime.

Pietscher has covered 6,240 miles since April 1 and 
is considered one of the fastest long-distance riders in 
Yorkville. He also won a handsome prize donated by

Tells His Crimes in a Remarkable Con- 
fession Made in Denver, Col.

A man of the name of Albert Heuse Downen, who is 
now inthe custody of the police of Denver, Crl., is 
either one of the most remarkable criminals of the age 
or else the finest and most artistic liar that ever lived. 
He was arrested some time ago by the police of that 
city for some paltry offense, but now he has confessed 
that he isa murderer many times over. Besides that 
he declares he wants to be hanged as soon as possible. 

When taken into court before Judge Butlerat Denver 
recently, Downen protested against having counsel as- 
sigued to him. He insisted on pleading guilty, and 
said he wanted to die quickly. Nevertheless the Court 
appointed Lawyer Robert M. Foote to act for the pris- 
Oner. In the meanwhile a careful investigation has 
been made into the marvelous story of crime related 
by Downen. When first taken into custody upon sus- 
picion of being concerned in a small robbery, he asked 
to see the chief of police, and to that official told of a 
series of crimes of which he cluimed to have been the 
perpetrator. These included several murders and a 
large number of assaults and highway rob- 
beries covering a period of a quarter of a 
century. His story was so astounding as to 
be incredible. 

Downen, gave dates and the names of 
places and persons to the Chiet of Police, 
and asked that they be investigated. He 
accused himself of the murder of Joel W. 
Ashworth at Denver on June27. Butthere 
were no witnesses of this murder and no 
way of establishing Downen’s connection 
with it. It wasa murder of which almost 
any man could have accused himself, if he 
desired tobe hangel. But Downen gave 
the Chief of Poiice the particulars of anoth- 
er murder, relating the story in such a 
manner as to leave no doubt of his guilt. 
This was committed in California more 
than eleven years ago. It had been regard- 
ed as a case of suicide, but it now turns out 
to have been one of the most daring and 
reckless murders in the history of the State. 
It was the first time that Downen had kill- 
ed a man, and from that day to this, he 
says, he has had no peace. He told the 
Denver Chiefof Police that one day in 
June, 1885, he was walking in St. James’ 
Park, at San Jose, Cal., when he saw aman 
who bore the appearance of having wealth. 
He jumped in front of the stranger and, 
pulling a pistol, commanded “hands up.” 
The stranger resisted, and Downen prompt- 
ly shot him dead. When this story was tele- 
graphed to San Jose from Denver, the Chief 
of Police in the former place said there 
was no truth in it. He wired to Denver 
that there had been no murder in St. 
James’ Park thatyear. The followingday, 
however, a careful search was made of the 
books of the San Jose police, and there was 
found the evidence that. Downen’s story 
was true. 

These books disclosed the fact thaton the 
morning of June 8, 1885, the body of a 
dead man was found in the northeast cor- 
ner of St. James’ Park. He had been shot 
through the head, and a 32-calibre six-shot pistol, with 
one empty chamber, was found near the body. The 
man was identified as H. Braun,a stranger who had 
come to San Jose a few days before. The evidence be- 
fore the Coroner’s Jury was meagre, and a verdict of 
suicide was brougiit in. Downen explained recently 
that he had placed the pistol beside his victim. 

Convinced from what he learned from San Jose that 
Downen was telling the truth, Chief Russell of the Den- 
ver police set to work to verify, as far as possible, every 
one of the numerouscrimes of which this conscience- 
stricken man accused himself. They make an appall- 
ing list. His crimes around Denver alone, where 
Downen has been identified as the mysterious lone 
highwayman who rode a yellow t’cycle, are enough to 
place him in the front ranks of tae knights ot the road. 

His first crime seems to Fave been committed in 
Denver, when in 1873 he vas arrested for stealing a 
mule. He was bound over for triaJ in the sum of $400 
but he jumped his baj' Zor California. 

After reaching C-liforuia, Downen, who was then 
twenty-one yerr7 old, went to work in a sawmill near 
Visalia, in Tu'are county. He became acquainted with 
the Wells-.rgo agent at Visalia and one day learned 
that $6,01/0 was to be sent away the next night. His 
cupidit, overcame his scruples and he determined to 
hold 1 the stage. He lay in wait at a tavorable loca- 
tior but for some reason the driver changed his route 
and Downen’s plans were frustrated. 

In describing his first stage robbery the prisoner said: 
‘I was disappointed in not securing the $6,000 and 
concluded to try again the next night, and this time I 
succeeded and secured $585 from the treasure box and 
passengers. 

“I was somewhat nervous, but made a good bluff and 
called upon imaginary; confederates to cover the driver 
and passengers with guns, I made the people get down 
and line up along the roadside and robbed them. Vest 
Townsend, the driver, in making a report of the hold- 
up, said there were at least a dozen robbers in the gang. 
I never worked with an accomplice. A few days later 
I rode on a train in company with the sheriffof Tulare

county and talked with him about the robbery.” 
This was the turning pointin Downen's career. He 
had fled from justice in Denver,it is true. But the 
charge of stealing a mule was a paltry one, and he 
made one earnest effort to earn an honest living and 
lead a respectable life. But after bis first stage robbery 
he abandoved himself to a life of crime. He never 
afterward made a serious effort to become a decent, 
law-abiding citizen. 

When he had robbed the Californian stage he saysa 
sense of insecurity began to worry him. He became 
nervous and restless. Previously he had only stolen a 
dumb animal. But now he had held a loaded pistol at 
a human being’s head and committed a crime for which 
he could be hanged. Vague terrors began to possess 
his mind.. He was.opposed to organized society. He 
had defied the moral and the legal code. 

So he resolved to abandon himself to the life of crime 
iu which he had commenced. Confident of his ability 
todefy the law single-handed, he set about planning 
another stage robbery. Downen says in his volumi- 
nous confession that after a visit to San Francisco, St. 
Louisand Denver upon the proceeds of his first stage 
robbery he returned to Tulare county. There he again 
held up the same stage line, securing considerable 
plander. He had more confidence in himself this time, 
and he carried out what he calls “the bluff’ with suc- 
cess. In making his escape, however, Downen stole a 
horse, and for this he was arrested. He imagined he 
was wanted for the stage robbery, which he confessed, 
whereas if he had kept quiet he would have been 
charged only with the theft of the horse. He was tried 
and sentenced to twenty-two years’ imprisonment at 
the San Quentin prison. 

“T was tuld,”’ says Downen in his confession, ‘‘that if 
I would behave myself in prison I would not have to 
serve along sentence and would be pardoned. After 
being imprisoned seven years I became a trusty in the 
laundry, end, stealing some clothing from a guard, I 
escaped, and after travelliug at night fora week I found 
I had not moved twenty miles {rom the prison. 

“I lived on fruit during the time, but, becoming 
hungry, I begged for something to eat at William 
Brown’s ranch, near Petaluma. The woinen in the 
house gave me a good supper, which I was eating when 
Brown returned home. 

“Brown recognized me from a description sent out by

the prison authorities, and, with a gun in bis hand, sat 
down between me and jhe door. I finished my supper 
and, getting up, Brown leveled his gun at me and told 
me to surrender. I refused and he shot me in the neck. 
I knocked him down with a heavy lamp, setting fire to 
the house, and ran. Brownemptied his revolver and 
rifle at me, but I escaped to the mountains.” 

In the mountains, Downen says, he was worried and 
harassed by fears of recapture. He knew that the coun- 
try was being scoured for him. 

“T walked,” says he, “until I reached a small town, 
and was shot at by the night watchman and went on to 
Sacramento. The night I arrived there Policeman Hunt 
was murdered. and I left town to avoid arrest as a sus- 
picious character.” 

Downen now felt himselfan outlaw. He was ready 
for any desperate deed. He had voluntarily adopted a 
life of crime, and once committed to it there was no 
turning back. Asan escaped convict he knew that re- 
capture might overtake him in any State in the Union 
or in any country, and that no lapse of time would help 
him, The hopelessness of a criminal life began to im- 
press itself upon his mind. He says he acquired 
the furtive look characteristic oi all jail-birds and crim- 
inals, 

At Sacramento Downen managed to trade a blanket 
for a gun, and then he took to the woods to escape ar- 
rest for the murder of Policeman Hunt, although he 
had had nothing to do with the crime. Outin the open 
country he expected to rind his prey. Nothing but a 
bold and daring robbery such as that for which he had 
been committed to prison would, he felt, give him new 
confidence in bis powers and convince him that his 
years in prison had not weakened his courage or sapped 
his nerve. It was near Truckee that the first opportu- 
vity occurred for robbery. He encountered two men

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in the road and proceeded to hold them up. He Jumped 
iu tront of them with the command: 

“Throw up your hands.”’ 

The two Californians obediently followed Downen’s 
command and allowed him to go through their pockets 
without offering resistance. Then Downen went to 
Colfax. He lounged about the town for a few days, 
keeping his eyes and ears open. Hewas ready for 
flight ata moment’s notice, and if need be he would 
fight for his life. He was also ready for any desperate 
deed that offered a chance of profit. In the course of 
his stay in Colfax Downen heard of a local Chinaman 
who was about to return to his native land. Knowing 
the habits of the California Chinamen, he inquired 
how much money this man was taking back with him 
to China. Helearned that the Chinaman had drawn 
$2,000 from a bank and he resolved to follow him and 
take it. 

The Chinaman started out of Colfax with Downen on 
his trail. When they reached a lonely mountain pass 
Downen sprang in front of him. The Chinaman, how- 
ever, ran toward a high cliff. Downen opened fire on 
him, but the Chinaman reached the edge of the cliff and 
fell over and was killed: Downen then went to 
Truckee without having secured the money. 

Almost as soon as he had put his foot in the town be 
was arrested on general principles. At that time the 
authorities were looking for the murderer of Policeman 
Hunt and he was charged with the crime. 

So great was the indignation that Downen feared he 
would be lynched. So he confessed who he was, told 
of his escape trom San Quentin prison, and was sent 
back there. Here for ten long years Downen worked 
among the other thieves and crooks who dwell within 
its gloomy walls. Then Governor Stoneman of Cali- 
fornia pardoned him. 

Downen went to Santa Clara and again took up the life 
ofa highwayman. On the night of February 21, 1895, 
a young man named Dreschmeyer and two young 
women, Maggie Cabil and Mollie Canivan left Santa 













He pretended to have business at the other end of the 
city. He bought a yellow bicycle and occasionally 
took a ride at night. It has now been found that these 
night :ides coincide with a series of robberies that have 
been taking place about Denver since early in May. 

So it is that the police ot Denver made a more import- 
ant capture than they knew of.

manded them to halt. Dreschmeyer whipped up the 
horses and Downen fired. The bullet struck Miss 
Cahil in the right shoulder. Her lite was despaired of, 
but she finally recovered. Downen thouglit he had 
killed ber. The identity of the highwayman was never 
disclosed until Downen made his confession to Chiet 
Russell at Denver. 

Downen next went toSan Jose. In order to make a 
show of earning aliving he worked for a seedman 
named Meggett, but meanwhile he committed every 
small robbery which was offered. It was at this time 
that bis first murder occurred. The man he shot in St. 
James’ Park he had never seen before. The only rea- 
son he killed him was because ‘he seemed to have 
some mouey,’*as Downen now says. 

Downen next robbed a Mexican woman. For this he 
was arrested and tried, and sentenced to a term of 
seven years at San Quentin. He then joined some 
other prisoners in a plan to escape from the prison from 


which he had been released a short time previously. ‘ 


In escaping, however, Downen fell from a ladder on 
the prison wall and broke his right leg, becoming 
crippled for life. Hewas recaptured within a week. 
Then he served out his sentence. As soon as he was re- 
leased he went to Spokaue. There be committed a 
burglary. For this he was sentenced to two years, 
which he served. Upon being released he went to Park 
county, Mont., where he stole $61,500 worth of jewelry. 
This be buried one dark night near Livingstone, and 
was never again able to find the spot. 

After visiting Ogden, Salt Lake, Cheyenne, Downen 
early this year went to Denver, hisold home. He went 
to board with Mrs, Lichenheld, at 1621 Stout street.

of our Yankee talent. 

The gratifyiag intelligence was received here on Wednesday last 
of Sammy Kelly's arrivalia London. He sailed from here on the 
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steamship St. Paul on the Tuesday previous, and upon landing at 
Southampton went direct to London, and found his way to the 
Pourczs Gazerre office at 149 Fleet street. There he 
was received by Mr. Richard K. Fox and dyring the day a re. 
ception was held in his honor, Many famous English and Ameri- 
can sporting meu, now in London, dropped in to give him a wel- 
come. A meeting with Plimmer, whom he is matched to box, was 
arrapged to take place in a few weeks to settle the preliminary 
details, agree upon a date, etc., etc. 

Aqoording to cable information, Eddie Connolly, the Boston lad, 
who is now matched to fight Tom Causer before the Olympic ( lub, 
Birmingham, on Név. 24, is training well and is in good condition. 
He has his headquarters at the Prince of Wales Hotel, Eliham, 
where Kid Lavigne trained for Burge. Connolly sends a greeting to 
all his friends and says he is confident of winning. The battle is 
for $1,500 and the 130-pound championship of England. A detailed 
report of the affair will be received by cable in time for the next 
number of the Potice Gazetrs. 

If Frank Craig, the ‘‘Coffee Cooler,’ changes his mind about 
coming to America, he will have something to keep him busy during 
the winter, Dick O' Brien if crazy fora match with him and thinks 
seriously of going over if a match can be arranged for him.

Roosevelt’ s Manly Criticism of 
the Maher-Choynski Bout. 


DR. PARKHURST’S APPROVAL 


What Referee Austin Has to Say About 
the Recent Contest.

NOW LET THE GAME GO ON.

A needless amount of unfavorable criticism 
seems to have been occasioned by the fact that Peter Maher and Joe 
Choynski sparred with gloves before 4,000 «pectators in a club-house 
on Broadway. Whether the criticism would have been so generously 
given bad not an accident occurred which abruptly terminated the 
exhibition or not, remains to be seen, but the lynx-eyed observers, 
who were on the gui vive for something to happen, jumped at the 
opportunity to describe the affair as a prize fight, and howl for the 
suppression of all boxing clubs and for a repeal-of the law which 
countenanced their existence. 

They even said harsh things about Mr. Roosevelt, the head and 
front of the New York Police Department, lending his official pres- 
ence to the occasion and daring to express the opinion that he saw 
nothing that was not commendable and worthy of approval. 

Mr. Roosevelt was courageous enough to express an honest opin- 
fon, and for doing this aroused the antagonism ofan el : which 
seems to find its sole occupation in condemning every legitimate, 
wholesome, honest sport. 

In the interview referred to, President Roosevelt expressed himself 
plainly as follows: 

“As for it being a brutal exhibition, when I was in Harvard and 
sparred for the championship I suffered a heavier punishmevt than 
avy man there did, and I have been knocked out at polo twice for a 
ten times longer period than Choynski was knocked out. 

“I don't care very much for professional sport of any kind. but I 
thoroughly believe in boxing, exactly as I believe in football and 
other rough, manly games, and I think it the greatest mistake that 
decent people should ever allow the hard-hitiing game qualities 
which make a man a man tobe monopolized by the men who don't 
believe in decency. 

“Wesley said, when reproached with choosing hymn tunes that 
had a swing to them, that he didn't believe in allowing the devil to 
have all the good music, and I don’t believe in allowing the devil to 
have a monopoly of the qualities which make a man succeed in a 
rough-and-tumble. 

“I wan at the boxing match with Deputy Chief Cortright especially 
to see if the law was violated. One bout I had promptly stopped when 
it seemed to be verging on brutality, and throughout the conduct of 
the Deputy Chief met my heartiest approval. 

‘As I said, I don’t care for professional spurt at all, personally, 
whether it be boxing or horse-racing, but the boxing match the other 
night was conducted with entire regard to the requirements of the 
law, and there was no more cause for interfering with it than for in- 
terfering with racing at Morris Park. 

“In closing, I wish again to say that I have the heartiest sympa- 
thy with any form of rough, manly, athletic sport, carried on purely 
for the sport's sake, from boxing to football and riding.’’ 

Nouplussed at their efforts to induce the head of New York's in- 
comparable police department to signify his disapproval of boxing, 
the disturbers rushed off to Dr. Parkhurst, joyfel in the expectation 
that he would of course say something to illuminate and lend color 
to their arguments, In this they were grievously disappointed, for 
insteai of finding the eminent reformer in a mood to pounce down 
upon all forms of sport and decry boxing as an invention of the 
devil, and one of his most prolific rerources, Dr. Parkhurst signified 
his approval in a way befitting his dignity as a clergyman, but not 
the less forceful and convincing. He said: 

“Boxing is a manly sport. It was a part of the games of the 
Greeks, and, when not degraded, is a noble sport. I would approve 
of a boxing contest, provided always that everything calculated to 
rouse the evil passions of all concerned were eliminated. 

“If there could be boxing contests iu which there was nothing 
brutal, I could witness it. I have never yet felt a desire to attend a 
boxing match, although I believe in athletic exhibitions where two 








men are evenly matched together in a trial of strength and skin,” 


even where blows are exchanged, but not where the bounds of de- 
cency are passed. 

“Mr. Roosevelt is much of an athlete, and a good deal of a fighter, 
yet 1am not prepared to believe that he has approved, or would 
view except with disgust, anything approaching a prize fight. 

‘He stopped one contest, I understand, because of its brutality, 
aud it was my impression that the principal contest, which he 
approved, was not marked by anything degrading. I am quite con- 
fident he is not in favor of a contest that would disgust right-minded 
people.” 

So much for the eminent gentleman who has done so much to 
purify and make the metropolis of America the most desirable abid- 
ing place in the whole world. 

Another clerical celebrity, Rev. Dr. Geo. R. Vandewater, who has 
long been identified with reform movements in New York city, was 
actuated by the courage of his convictions to say: 

“I have always considered prize fights, with the shedding of 
blood, as brutal and disgusting. But I can imagine,’ he added, ‘‘a 
scientific exhibition of sparring, even where a man is knocked 
senseless, that would not be revolting. I should be proud to see my 
son a principal in such an exhibition whether he was worsted or 
bot. 

“Regarding Mr. Roosevelt's attitude, I can only say that I have 
known him for many years—kuew him in college and have a great 
respect for his opinions. His actions have sometimes been the sub- 
ject of adverse criticism, but in the long run he is gewerally right. 
I have not read anything about this particular exhibition, but if 
Mr. Roosevelt gaysit was not revolting I should respect his opin- 

The newspapers of the metropolis, with one or two exceptions, also 
endorsed the view taken by President Roosevelt. The New York 

Sun says:— 

“It is satisfactory to see that the head of the New York 
police department, the Hon. Theodore Roosevelt, preserves the bal- 
ance of a sound-minded and able-bodied citizen toward the noble and 
serious art of sparring. It would be a pity if a bloody nose ora 
bruised cheek shoul be the cause of abolisbing it io this enlightened 
metropolis."” 

The evening edition of the same paper expressed its views edito- 
rially as follows:— 

“Police Commissioner Roosevelt at an exhibition of the 
manly art of self-defence is the right man in the right place. No 
one is more competent to decide whetber the Horton boxing law is 
being violated, and no city officer of whom we kuow is quicker with 
his hands and delights more in the clash and heat of battle. When 
Mr. Roosevelt was a student at Harvard he sought the gymnasium to 
put on the gloves with any one who was minded to try conclusions 
with him. Size and strength and even skill did not dismay bim. 
Punishment he took with the cheerful smile with which gameness 
pays tribute t» the prowess of an antagonist. He was never ready 
to quit until the other man was willing, and many an aspirant for 
fistic honors untied his glove strings with the frank admission that 
the future police commissioner had been too much for him. Trasi- 
dition says that when Mr. Roo<evelt was a member of the Assembly 
at Albany be taught a lesson in good manners to some loafers who 
mistook bim for a scented exquisite. Like the immorial George 





Borrow, who thought it no sin—devout man as he was—to trounce a 
rufiao with nature's weapons. Mr. Roosevelt believes in boxing as 
a test of self-control, pluck and fortitude. At the same time bru- 
tality is abhorrent to him. 

“To the uninitiated and unpractised a bout between sparring 
gladiators may seem at times to verge upon the brutal. A blow de- 
livered with the force of mighty biceps resounds like the flap of can 
vas in a gale, bat it seldom hurts the body of the recipient as much 
as it jars the nerves of a sensitive spectatur. The reeling boxer— 
who is ‘“‘groggy,"’ in the parlance of the ring—is often more speut 
with the vigor of his own exertions than weakened by the attack of 
his opponent. In this condition the blow which renders him hors de 
combat is often a comparatively light one. A few minutes after the 
battle he is himself again and would be ready to resume it if the 
verdict had not gone against him. So far as physical ability is 
concerned, the football player after a hard game would be very gia 
to change places with him. Even the knockout blow delivered 
early in the bout is not as vicious as it looks, nor is it dangerous, if 
the victim be im sound physical condit'on. 

“Although mach can be sail in favor of the Horton law as pro- 
moting the art of boxing, it would be well f»r the police to continue 
their supervision over the contests which take place with the sanc- 
tion of the law. Itis a fact which cannot be denied that many so- 
called lovers of this manly exercise take a low pleasure in witness- 
ing exhibitions which are more brutal than scientific. The Horton 
law was not enacted to provide amusement for them, but to encour- 
age « virile :nterest in boxing as distinguished from slugging and 
savagery. If the glove matches at any of the local clubs degenerate 
into merely brutal exhibitions the law should step in and stop the 
career of such clubs summarily.”’ 

And so they would be justified in doing and it is the sincere hope 
of everybody who has the welfare of the sport at heart that they 
will. Boxing, as it is practiced under the espionage of the police 
authorities, sanctioned by law and conducted by regularly inoorpo- 
rated clubs, controlled and managed by men of responsibility and 
experience, is nothing more than a contention with gloves between a 
couple of well-trained athletes,actuated by the spirit of emulation and 
a desire to excell which is commonly understood to be a predominate 
characteristic of the Anglo-Saxon race. Its opponents are for the 
most part fanatics who cannot or will not disassociate it from 
the reprehensible and disgusting elements of prize fighting. They 
decry as evil one manly pastime, while encouraging their wives and 
daughters to be spectators at a football game which is rarely 
played without sickening and disgusting results. The record of this 
year’s fatalities upon the ‘gridiron’ is unparalleled Several 
deaths have already occurred and the columns of the daily newspa- 
pers are filled with the record of accidental occurrences involving 
the breaking of limbs, the loss of eyes and ears and the permanent 
disabling of players.

On the day following Bob Fitz- 
simmons’ arrival in San Franci-co, and without any quibbling over 
the insignificant and trifling details which seem to involve the fine 
points of matchmaking, articles were signed for a ten-round bout 
with Tom Sharkey. As Bill Naughton, the Nestor of pugilism on 
the Pacific coast, afterwards remarked: 

The experience, so far as the lookers-on were concerned, was a 
novel one. The public ear has become attuned to long-winded har- 
rangues and the belief has steadily gained ground that latter-day 
heavyweights have taken for their motto, ‘‘The jaw is mightier than 
the fist.’ 

Fitzsimmons and Sharkey have agreed to box ten rounds for $10,- 
000 on Dec. 24, winner to take all. Reoords considered, it was a 
spunky thing for Sharkey to be s party to a contract of that kind. 
On the face of it it looks as if his share of the ‘all or nothing’’ will 
he the ‘‘nothing."’ In consequence hard-headed sports remark that 
Sharkey reminds them of the buffalo bull that tackled the locomo- 
tive—they admire his grit, but deprecate his judgment.

In a recent interview Tom Sharkey said that i was he 
who insisted first on the winner taking all in his forthcoming bout 
with Bob Fitzsimmons. He thinks that he will win, and if he fails 
it is his intention to retire from the ring. 


Walter Johnson, the colored Philadelphian, who is rap- 
idly coming into promi through his cleverness, is a very 
stiff puncher and very shifty for a big man. Johnson's backer 
will try and secure a match for him with Joe Goddard when the 
latter comes to America. 


Another bantam has sprouted outin New York. He is 
Jack Fogarty, just over from Ireland. He 1s anxious to meet Leon, 
Dave Sullivan or Patsy Haley at 105 or 108 pounds. Joe Eims can 
handily make the above weight, and is the best man iu the East to 
give the newcomer a trial. 


John 8. Barnes, who is now at the head of the Olympic 
Club, of Birmingham, Eng., is well known fu this country. He was 
the mao who endeavored to pull off the Jim Hall-Bob Fitzsimmons 
contest in Minneapolis a few years ago and failed, He is al-o well 
known ip baseball circles.

tar as the guessing part of it is concerned. When a match is ar- 
ranged the favorite is made to appear immediately and there is sel- 
dom any change of public opinion before the men enter the ring. 

In the present inst Fitz is undoubtedly the favorite. A per- 
son who is in touch with the cognoscenti of the sporting world can- 
not fail to hear the whispers to the effect that ‘‘Sharkey is up against 
it.” He is given all the way from one to four rounds to stem the 
torrent of Fitzsimmons’ blows, and there are not wanting those who 
think he will be carried out of the ring before the first round is over, 
looking as if he had been blown up in the mixing house of a tamale 
factory. 

This trend of expert opinion is rather remarkable from the fact 
that there are so many students of form justnow. We have men 
who will figure on the difference a slight shower or a pound of 
weight will make in a horse's chances, but when a pugilistic match 
is mooted they just stick their hands in their pockets and jump at 
conclusions, 

Just for the fun of che thing let us study ‘‘recent form,” as 
Brough calls it, and see how Fitz and Sharkey figure. To begin 
with, Sailor Tom was the under dog prior to bis matches with 
Choynski and Corbett. He pulled through them both all right. He 
is the under doz again this time, which simply means that Fitasim- 
mons is expected to accomplish something that Choynski and Cor- 
bett failed at. 

It will be said, of course, that Fitz is a stiffer puncher than Cor- 
bett. Granted, but is he a more punishing hitter than Joe 
Choynski? I doubt it. 

Fitz's reputation for quick workmanship binges a good deal on 
his Mexican fight with Peter Maher. That affair was hammer aud 
tongs from the outset, and Fitz got there in the midst of a melee. 
Joe Choynski started in slowly with big Joe McAuliffe, but once he 
vent at his man he proved himself about on a par with Fitzsimmons 
as a finisher. 





Yet Choynsrki faised to out Sharkey in eight busy rounds, It can 
be argued, of course, that Joe was crippled to a certain extent by a 


foul blow early in the fight, but more than one opinion is held as to 
the degree of injury he sustained. He certainly sas allowed plenty 
of time to recuperate and he went at Sharkey again as fresh as 
palit. The sailor was on deck when the eighth round was over. 
Again, is Fitzsimmons a harder puncher now that ne was five or 
six years ago? He certainly wasa terrible pummeler then, yet he 
had his fearful batteries playing on Jack Dempacy for ful thirteen 


rounds before the Nonpareil keeled over. 
Dempsey was a alight feliow compared to this massive sailor, with 
his broad, deep chest and his ribs armored with ridges of muscle 


Of course, it is in Sharkey’s jaw that Fitzsimmons will expect to 
find a vulnerable spot, but that self-same jaw turned = aside 
Choynski's smashes as a grizziy's hide diverts birdshot, and the 


thick column beneath the jaw made Corbett, the neck -squeezing speu 
ialist, think he was fondling an iron lamppost. These are simply a 








few remarks on the form aspeest of the ease, and not an intimation 
that either will win. 


GOSSIP OF THE RING. 


After Patsy Haley's victory over Young Sisto of Boston 
last Monday night, Paddy Slavia, who is much impressed with 
Haley's prowess as a boxer, offered to take Haley to England with 
him when he goes, which will be some time next month. Haley is 
to give an answer this week. 


Tommy Dixon, of Rochester, bested Johnny Whittaker, 
colored, of Kansas City, iu nine rounds before the Connors Athietic 
Club, of Buffalo, on Nov. 17. Every round was fiercely contested, 
and it was anybody's fight up to the sixth round, after which Dixon 
had it pretty much his own way. 


Whether Sharkey gets beaten or notin his contest with 
Bob Fitzsimmons, D. J. Lynch, his manager, says that he will bet 
$5,000 on his man in an encounter with Joe Choynski. The latter 
has already signified his eagerness for such a match, and if ar- 
ranged the bout will take place in San Francisco during February. 


A sporting man says: ‘‘So Jim Corbett says that the Fits 
and Sharkey fight will bea cut and dried affair. The purse, he 
adds, wil! be split, and the fighters will get a pleoe of the gate re 
ceipts. Corbett appears to know so much about the match that he 
possibly tried to make the same deal, and failing, threw the 
match up. ° 


Tom O'Rourke deserves a great deal of credit for the 
manner in which he comes forward and says: “As matchmaker of 
the Broadway A. ©. I don’t want to have any part of « contest be- 
tween Corbett and Fitzsimmons, and everyone can rest assured that 
the Broadway A. © will never have Corbett and Fitzsimmons mect 
in its clubhouse,” 


Tom O'Rourke has received a letter from Bob Fitzsim- 
mons, in which he said he was trainiog industriously for his con- 
test with Sharkey, and expects to defeat the Sailor in less than five 
rounds, Fitzsimmons has authorised O'Rourke to match him 
against any heavyweight in the world for a limited-round contest at 
the Broadway A. ©. 


Horace Leeds, the Atlantic City lightweight, had a talk 
with Jim Kennedy, a few nights ago, in regard te matohing him 
to meet Kid MoPartland, Kennedy agreed to do so and sent for 
Jack Dougherty, manager for McPartland. Dougherty refused to 
accept any offer made by Kennedy, and says be only wants to match 
McPartland against Kid Lavigne. 

The great centres of the boxing industry at present are 
New York, San Francisoo, Londoo, Birmingham and Johannes- 
burg, South Africa. Australia is free to the pugilists as it usually 
is, but there has been little doing there. In the Antipodes the pub- 
lic seems to have tired of boxing some years ago, and never to have 
regained the appetite, which is the reason of the dullness there. 


Jim Kennedy, in speaking about the Bohemian Club’s 
offer of $25 000 for Corbett and Fitssimmons to fight for, said: “This 
is the greatest scheme to advertise a club so that new members will 
join that has ever been heard of before. Genslinger imagines that 
by offering a purse of $25,000 that plenty of sporting men iu this 
city will try to join the club, and, of course, be assessed §100. 

The London ‘‘ Sporting Life’ says of the Smith-Smith 
contest before the National Sporting Clab: ‘“The hurricane style of | 
fighting which the visitor adopted completely puzsied the home 
lad, Solly Smith's low hits were purely sccidental.”” The 
Sporteman says: ‘Willie Smith was merely a target. Solly Smith 
showed us what a difference exists between a natural fighter and an 
exbibition boxer."’ 


‘‘Parson"”’ Davies, in aletter to the ‘‘ Police Gazette," 
says: “I will matoh James Barry, of Chicago, champion bantam- 
weight of America, against Johnoy Murphy, at 115 pounds, weigh 
in at the ringside, the match to take place within four or five weeks 
from date. ItrustI shall have an early acceptance. Barry cau 
box much lighter than 115 pounds, but I learn Mr. Marphy canno 
aud do himself justice. I therefore name this weight.” 


Joe Gans whipped Jerry Marshall, the Australian cob 
ored featherweight, recently before the Eureka A, ©. of Newark, N. 
J., although the defeated man lasted the twenty rounds. Gans has 
in a way, therefore, proved to the public that the decision which 
was given to Dal Hawkins was not a good one, Marshall, however, 
has no heart, but he proved much more game than the night he 
went up against George Dixon in Boston, This bas been his first 
fight of any account since then. 


At least three or four hundred sporting men, who jour. 
neyed to Brooklyn last Saturday night to see Joe Flaherty and Kid 
McPartiand box before the Brooklyn Bridge Athletic Club, had their 
trouble for thelr pains. Flaherty did not pat in an appearance, and 
the management failed to substitate another bout. This is not the 
first time this club has done exactly the same thing. They wanted 
McPartiand to go on and box Mike Leonard or Tom Moriarty 
twenty rounds for $50. Such cheap clubs do much toward rulving 
the sport. 


Although boxing has been running at a pretty stiff gait 
in the Kast siuce the advent of the Horton bill, they ate looking for 
ap increase of speed ever since the settling of the politieal caldron, 
says Joe Donovan, the Chicago sporting writer. One can sees 
glove contest almost every night in the week now in New York, and 
the prices in the majority of cases are moderate. It is said the de- 
mand for good talent is running ahead of the supply, though there 
is, counting patives and importations,a small army of glovemen 
about the metropolis, 


Five four-round bouts of sterling quality were offered up 
to the many patrons of the Art Athletic Club, Philadelphia, last 
week. The wind up between Jack Ward, of Philadelpbia, and Kid 
Murphy, of Cincinnati, was the fastest as well as the most uneven 
of the five bouts. Ward set to work on Murphy at the beginning of 
the first round, and used his right on thejaw with great freedom 
aud effect throughout the first, second and fourth rounds. Murphy 
was only fairly effective ia the third roynd, but he took his medi- 
cine gamely, and should in time learn to fight quite well. 


Fitzgerald's Hall, St. Catharines, Ont., was crowded on 
Nov. 13 to witness the 10-round go between Paddy Nagi¢, champion 
lightweight of Canada, aud Arthur Schram, champion welterweight 
of Canada and Western New York. Both men were in splendid 
condition, Schram havivg the advantage over Nagle in weight of 
about 1% pounds, Atthe end of the fifth round the fight wasa 
tame ove, and the laurels were about even, From the outset 
Schram was the aggressor, Nagle playing mostly on the defensive. 
Nagle proved himself to be very clever, stopping Schram’s vicious 
blows showered at him until time was called at the end of the last 
round, The honors were slightly in favor of Schram. 


A desperate prize fight of seven rounds was fought early 
Sunday moruing near Union Hill, N.J. It was between Tommy 
Kelly, the Hoboken cyclone, snd Hugh McDonough, of Boston. The 
referce was a prominent saloonkeeper of Hoboken. More than 400 
sp rts from Hudson County acd New York attended. Kelly had the 
best of the fight and severely punished McDonough. McDonough 
made three palpable fouls in the seventh round, and Kelly's sec- 
ond stopping the fight, the referee left the ring without rendering a 
decision. The fight was made a draw by mutual agreement. 
Johony Banks, colored, seconded Kelly and Fritz Johns, of New 
Bedford, was McDonough’s second. The fight was for a purse of 
$200.
